Office May Pass Out at 
Emergency's End 
From the taxpayers' point of view, 


one of tlie most, hopeful things about 
Chairman Rockefeller's work in his 
Office of Inter-American Affairs is 
thai il is self-liquidating. Il is a de- 
fense emergency organization. 


Its function is to start things, then 


turn them over to established gov- 
ernment 
departments, agencies, or 


private organizations which carry on 
the effort and get results under their 
own steam. 


Operating directly under the White 


House, with Presidential emergency 
funds available 011 call and 
with- 


out red tape, Ihe Rockefeller or- 
ganization 
has 
been able lo cut 


through 
much routine governmen- 


tal procedure. 


When the emergency is over, the 


office of the Coordinator and Chair- 
nan of Inter-American Affairs, un- 
like the constilutional State and Com- 
merce Departments, may be liquidated 
and pass out of the picture.

English Housewives 
Learn to Manage 
With Little

LONDON — A wartime housekeep- 


er has to be a combination diplomat 
and dietetic opportunist, and it's a 
full time job. 


Since rationing became more ex- 


tensive. I have been wangling and ex- 
perimenting 
with things like 
goat 


meat, eels, roots and artichokes. Once 
I'd have 'turned my nose up at them. 
Shopping takes hours of snooping and 
making friends with storekeepers ev- 
ery day. I used to finish in half an 
hour. 


The more shops you know, the bet- 


ter your chances of getting 
foods 


which are unrationed but scarce be- 
cause the clerks reserve them for 
regular customers. Shopping becomes 
so complicated that you find you give 
three-fourths of your time and thought 
to what you are going to eat 


Salads a Luxury 
High prices of such delicacies as 


tomatoes, cucumbers and fruits—un- 
rationed but scarce, and 
necessary 


for balanced meals—add to the food 
problem. When tomatoes first came 
in season this year they cost §1.50 
a pound, cucumbers 75 cents each, 
lettuce 25 cents a head, spring on- 
ions four cents each, leeks 10 cents 
each. 


Now that the season has progres- 


sed, the government has taken over 
distribution of many things and has 
controlled prices without actually ra- 
tioning them. Tomatoes may now be 
had at the fixed price of 25 cents 
a pound, but they are hard to find 
because more people are buying them. 


That's where wangling comes in and 


friendship with shop clerks pays di- 
vidends. Even so, it's necessary to 
shop early. 


Guests Help the Larder 
Having people in for dinner is a 


problem. A meat ration, for instance— 
25 cents worth a week per person—is 
barely enough for one meal. Visitors 
are embarrassed about eating your ra- 
tions and often bring donations of 
butter or sugar when they accept in- 
vitations. 


For this reason, as well as to eke 


out our own rations, we do most of 
our entertaining now at restaurants 
' and hotels, where food isn't ration- 


ed, although only a fair dinner of 
soup, meat, vegetables and dessert 
.costs 52 a person even in the more 
modest hotels. And you have to go 
early, :for frequently the meat sup- 
plies give out before all the guests 
are served.

insurance than I'd jump out of the 
window," says Mrs. Duschnes. "It's 
a stupid thing lo do. 


"The idea is to find out what your 


One client recommended me to an- 
client's life plans are and what he 
w«imts to accomplish. 
Then 
show 


him how he can do It. Twenly years 
ago men bought policies—chiefly for 
life insurance. Today we sell ideas 
—food, shelter, education." 


Mrs. Duschnes told me some of her 


other rules for success. Know your 
work. Be sincere. Don't bluff. Put 
yourself in the other fellow's place. 


She sells mostly to men including 


a lot of Wall Street bigshots. Does no 
"cold canvas" (attempting to sell peo- 
ple who have never heard of her). 
Works only on contracts who are 
primed to see her. And, in spite of 
that 
no-high-pressure-salosmanship 


creed, pricks up her clients' oars in 
the first two minutes. 


The fruits of that system have made

"I went into business in a time of

recommend me to clients. They did.

Production Goes Into 
Defense Goods 


"The importance o£ the role cotton 


s playing in America's national cle 
ense program cannot be over-esti- 
nated," Mr. 
George 
W, Robison, 


ihairman of the Hempstead County 
iotton Industry Committee, said here 
tVednesclny. 


Stating that approximately 12 per- 
ent of current cotton textile pro- 
uction is going into defense materials,! 
Wr. Robison said that literally hun- 
rcds of cotton articles arc being us- 
d in large quantities by the armed 
orces of the United States. In ad- 
lition, he added that the Cotton Pro- 
ucing Industry and Cotton Trades 
ndustry arc cooperating with the Sur- 
jlus Marketing Administration, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture in an ef- 
ort to increase the consumption of 
00 per cent American cotton pro- 
ducts by everyone. 


Listing as typical examples of Army 


purchases of cotton articles, 
Mr. 


Sobison said that as far back as 
March the Army had bought 7,300,000
